Mr. Church explained that the Knights I 
of the Royal Arch was an association' 


of liquor men formed for the purpose 
of 
elevating the liquor business 
and 


keeping- out of it objectionable char- 
acters who tended to lower the plane 
the liquor business had attained. 


"Liquor selling when properly con- 


ducted," said he, "is as much a legiti- 
mate business as is any other line. The 
effect of the ordinance will <be K de- 
stroy the liquor business outside of the 
cities and to\vns of the county." 


Attorn«y Church especially objected 


to clause eight of the ordinance which 
provides that the electors of each pre- 
cinct shall say whether or not a saloon 
may be licensed whether that precinct. 


This, he said, was distinctly a dele- 


gation 
to others of the discretionary 


powers which the law invested in the 
Board alone. This he declared to be 
distinctly unconstitutional. He claimed 
further that there was nothing in the 
title of the ordinance to indicate wheth- 
er ft was a measure for the purpose of 
revenue or a police or regulating meas- 
ure only.
